The 
book was hurriedly done and the 
writers who assisted him left 
something to be desired. 


Willkie’s enemies and the mock- 
ers of world peace have distorted 
his phrase to mean a world of 
sweetness and light and an ab- 
sence of nationalisms and com- 
petitions. We can never have that 
sort of one world. The nations 
will continue to be nations. Even 
if some great power conquers, 
through atomic weapons, and is 
able to rule the destroyed ruins 
of it, there would still be peoples 
and differences. 


It is sad, really, to consider how 
Willkie’s “‘One World” has become 
almost an epithet for those who 
object to working through the 
U.N. or the World Court.

Victim Is Rescued

An Atlanta teen-ager fell 30 feet down perilous 
Stone Mountain late Sunday afternoon and clutched 
desperately to a tiny jutting rock for two and a half 


hours before being rescued 

“Thank God it’s over. Oh, thank 
God! I thought every minute was 
going to be my last one,”’ 17-year- 
old Larry Daly said over and over 
following his dramatic rescue from 
the mountainside. 


Sunday’s rescue, which was wit- 
nessed by several thousand per- 
sons, marked the 36th time that 
Nour has risked his life to save 
another person. 


“If that boy had let go,” Nour 
said, “he would have been a 
goner. He had about 300 feet be- 
tween him and the bottom and 
he probably would have been 
killed instantly.” 


The boy slipped on moss while 
walking with some of his friends 
on the steep northeastern slope of 
the mountain in the vicinity of 
“Buzzard’s Roost’ just after 4 
p.m. 


He slid forward, yelling and 
clutching at rocks as he went. He 
grabbed a jutting rock and dan- 
gled in the air. 


A companion, Alonza Mercer, 
14, said he thought Larry was 
“just goofing around, but later I 
could tell by his screams that he 
wasn’t playing.” 


“You could have heard him all 
the way to Decatur,” Mercer said. 


Someone ran and told DeKalb 
Patrolman J. P. Hill that some- 
one had fallen off the mountain.

1,940 Permits 


Issued in March 


Georgia homebuilding activity 
is still on the rise, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta reported 
Sunday. 


The report, made in cooperation 
with the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, said 1,940 units were 
authorized in permits issued in 90 
cities and counties in March, the 
latest figures available. 


That figure compared with 1,268 
a year ago, a gain of 53 per cent. 


Macon, with a year-to-year gain 
of 264 per cent, reported the larg- 
est monthly increase for the sec- 
ond time this year—120 compared 
with 33 in March, 1958. 


Atlanta and Augusta also re- 
ported increases in March, At- 
lanta by 78 per cent and Augusta 
36 per cent. 


Columbus and Savannah report- 
ed declines of 18 and:8 per cent 
respectively. | 


The report also said permits is- | 
sued during the first quarter of 
1959 for the state as a whole rep- 
resented a 40 per cent increase 
over the first quarter of 1958.

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Much Work Ahead 
At State Hospital 


It’s conceded that the mistakes of 116 
years at Milledgeville State Hospital 
cannot be corrected overnight. It will 
be best for all concerned, however, if the 
State Health Department moves as rapid- 
ly as possible to carry out the “imme- 
diate action” recommendations of the 
Schaeffer report of the Medical Assn. 
of Georgia. 

This conviction becomes more strong 
following appearance of three on the 
five-man doctor’s committee on The 
Constitution’s Press Gallery television 
program yesterday. 

One of the most important prelimi- 
nary steps is appointment of the 10- 
member advisory committee on mental 
health problems by the governor. Such 
a group can be of great assistance in 
carrying forward the long-range pro- 
gram. 

Other recommended moves include 
setting up a division of mental institu- 
tions within the health department, ap- 
pointment of a director of these insti- 
tutions who is a qualified psychiatrist 
with administrative experience, addition 
of at least five psychiatrists to the staff 
and appointment of a permanent director 
of the hospital who is a psychiatrist with 
administrative training. 

Recommendations for action in the 
months to come, some of which will re- 
quire legislative action, require study by 
the advisory committee. Included among 
these is a proposal that eventually the 
state set up its own department of mental 
health to administer medical and physi- 
cal care to the mentally ill. 

Certainly in the immediate future it 
should be possible to look into the feasi- 
bility of clasifying patients and placing 
those custodial cases eligible for federal 
assistance into that category. Such as- 
sistance might well exceed $1,500,000 an- 
nually, the committee found. 

Dr. T. F. Sellers, director of the State 
Health Department, has been right in his 
efforts to relax tensions which no doubt 
have been reflected in further reduction 
in efficiency of the institution. But cer- 
tain staff changes and improvements seem 
essential unless the tensions are to be 
perpetuated. 

It is about eight months before the 
General Assembly goes into session. In 
the interim period there is time to effect 
many changes and to prepare a program 
for long-range improvements which will 
benefit every citizen and help wipe out 
our shameful past in treatment .of the 
mentally ill.. Meanwhile, the State Health 
Department has a great opportunity.

Farm Research Leader 
Merits Herty Award 


Dr, C. Harold Fisher, who received 
the Herty Medal for 1959 in ceremonies 
Saturday at Georgia State College for 
Women in Milledgeville, has contributed 
much to the economic advancement of 
the nation and especially the South. 

He has won recognition as a teacher, 
research chemist and administrator of 
research. For the past several years he 
has served as director of the Southern 
Utilization Research and Development 
Division of the Agricultural Research 
Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
in New Orleans. 

His work in behalf of the better utili- 
zation of farm crops, together with his 
other achievements in the field of chem- 
istry, makes him well-qualified to receive 
the annual award presented by the Geor- 
gia Section of the American Chemical So- 
ciety in honor of the late Dr. Charles 
Herty, who pioneered in converting pine 
pulp to newsprint and in other fields of 
creative chemistry.

Polio Season Looms; 


Take Salk Shots Now! 


With summer just around the corner, 
it’s time to start worrying about the polio 
season again. And in spite of the fact 
that it is now possible almost to eradicate 
the disease, there was an actual rise in 
cases last year. 

The reason? More than 90 million 
Americans, children and adults, have not 
yet received the Salk vaccine inoculations 
which in most cases produce immunity. 

The total number of all polio cases in 
1958, just under 6,000, was down sharply 
from the 1955 total of 29,000 when the 
vaccination programs were initiated. 

It is unbelievable to note that 25 mil- 
lion persons under the age of 20 have 
not been fully protected. Almost 15 mil- 
lion have not had a single shot of vac- 
cine. Each of these is a potential polio 
victim. Each is subject to an attack 
which might take their lives or cripple 
them for life. 

The Salk vaccine is 85 to 90 per cent 
effective, protecting almost nine out of 
every 10 persons who get the full three- 
shot course. This is excellent insurance 
which can be had at a minimum of cost. 

Health authorities emphasize that this 
lagging record can be remedied if local 
communities take on the job of organiz- 
ing local vaccination drives. Community 
agencies in Georgia should take the hint. 
Here is a splendid opportunity for public 
service, for protecting lives and prevent- 
ing paralytic polio.

Many of us get up in the morning, hurry 
through dressing and breakfast, hurry to our 
work, put in time until lunch, return from the iia

What can be said for the 
“dailyness of our daily lives’’? 

There are certain principles or 
truths of experience which speak 
to the day’s routine of working 
people. 

The main one is that we can- 
not escape from the tasks and 
chores which fall to us. In a 
sense every person must “work 
his passage” on the sea of life. 

Principle two is that there is 
a certain amount of repetition in 
any work we undertake. We must 
accept the fact of the element of 
drudgery that is present in most 
jobs. 


Principle three is that although 
variety adds spice to life the 
conscientious acceptance of the 
same work at the same time 
brings a greater measure of 
achievement and satisfaction and 
also that wonderful sense of “‘be- 
longing.” It is amid the familiar 
scenes that most men have found 
the real meaning in their lives. 

Principle four is that the 
semingly appealing work of 
others may be largely illusory. 
Of course we'd like to be movie 
stars who make huge fortunes 
and don’t have to do anything 
except to look pretty in front of 
cameras. But we forget the 
monotony in work that is need-

ful to entertain others. We for- 
get that the glittering “star” 
often goes on location before 
dawn and returns to her home 
exhausted late at night. 

I remember about the great 
scientist who had been singled. 
out for an award. He telegraphed 
his thanks and sent his regrets 
that he could not receive the 
award in person “for he could 
not get away from his work.” 
His life was lived in a labora- 
tory where he plodded day by 


day at a sometimes tedious and 


always very exacting work. I 
remember reading that Ernest 
Hemingway rewrote “The Old 
Man and the Sea’’ 200 times. 

Principle five is that our daily 
work does not need to be tedious, 
monotonous, nor drudgery. It can 
be exciting and creative, even 
when we do the same chores in 
the same places. 

The children of Israel were told 
long ago that “‘the land which 
you are entering to take pos- 
session . .. is’a land of hills 
and valleys” (Deuteronomy 11:10- 
11). Our lives are like that, too. 
There are the heights of vision 
and the lowlands of continued 
work. Both the hills and the 
valleys are needed in healthy 
living.

Tests Last August 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States set off two high al- 
titude H-bomb blasts last August 
which blacked out radio signals 
for days and disturbed the earth's 
magnetic field, the publication 
Washington Science Trends said 
Sunday. 


It said an analysis by the Bu- 
reau of Standards indicated the 
explosions, labeled ‘“‘Teak’’ and 
“Orange,”’ had more violent ef- 
fects than the three Argus atomic 
shots which this country set off

Just as size is not a determin- 
~Ing factor in whether or not a 
woman is liked, so her height is 
not the test of whether or not 
*she is good to look at. Height 
has nothing to do with attractive 
‘appearance. It is not size that 
matters; it is shape. There 
have been over-six-foot beauties, 
just as there have been under- 
five-foot beauties. 


Most women, of course, are 
not beauties, and a tall one, like 
all the rest, is as likely to be 
plain as pretty. But she also 
has an equal opportunity to 
make the most of herself. 


Granted that a _ stranger’s 
initial reaction to you, when you 
walk into a room, is always and 
must inevitably be, ‘‘Whew! 
She’s tall!” the immediately 
suceeding, almost simultaneous 
impression depends on you. 
Are you an attractive tall wom- 
an? 


In beauty care and appear- 
ance, as in comportment, the 
same rules apply to everyone 
of every size: The rules of good 
sense and good taste. Beyond 
that there are a few specific 
points to bear in mind. ° 


Helena Rubinstein says, ‘‘Be- 
cause height gives a girl a 
chance to wear clothes with a 
certain verve not possible to the 
short girl, makeup is doubly 
important. The individual fea- 
tures of the face must stand 
out. 


“Eyes must appear large— 
lips generous—gnd above all, 
makeup must suggest sweep of 
line. Avoid ‘dabs’ of rouge, 
‘spikes’ of mascara.” 


To bring out small eyes, she 
suggests drawing a line with 
the eyebrow pencil across the 
upper lid as near the lashes as 
possible, and at the outside 
corner of the eye tilting the line 
upward. A touch of opalescent 
eye shadow for daytime wear 
bring out depth in the eyes. 
If your mouth seems small or 
thin, practice remedying it with 
a lipstick brush. 


Tall women often have beauti- 
ful, long-fingered hands, per- 
fectly proportioned to their 
height but, considered simply 
as hands, larger than average. 
These look better without bril- 
liant nail polish. Wear pale 
polish and carry it to the tip of 
the nail; or wear no varnish and 
instead buff your nails with 
powder and buffer. 


HAIR STYLE 


Proportion is nine-tenths of 
beauty. Your hair style must 
become not only your face but 
your whole body. It is impor- 
tant not to look pinheaded, but 
just as much so not to give an 
encephalitic appearance. Even 
some tall people have heads dis- 
proportionately large for their 
frames. If you are one of them, 
wear your hair close to your 
head, avoiding any effect of 
bushiness or masses of curls; 
but do be careful to eschew 
any suggestion of severity or 
masculinity. No shaven or 
cropped neck! 


Your hair must always look 
soft and feminine. If your head 
seems disproportionately small, 
let your hair and your choice 
of hat take care of that. Wear 
your hair out at the sides to 
add width, thick at the back to 
give depth. Never, it goes with- 
out saying, on top of the head 
to add height. The pompadour 
is not for you, nor the long 
swanlike-neck effect of her who 
wears her hair piled high. 


HEIGHT-WEIGHT CHARTS 


Proportion is beauty because 
it is the ‘relationship of one 
thing to another. In your ap- 
pearance it is the relationship 
of head to torso, and also that 
of weight to body build. Most 
height-weight charts will tell 
you what women, as opposed to 
men, ought to weigh according 
to age and height. This is un- 
realistic. What you should 
weigh, for good health and good 
looks, depends less on height 
and age than on your frame 
and bone structure. 


Here is the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co.’s proportion guide 
for tall women. Measure your 
wrist to determine if your frame 
is small, medium or large. If 
the wrist measure is less than 
6% inches, you have a smail

No amount‘ of height 
can “carry off’ those extra 
pounds of blubber. You can’t 


help being tall—you can help 
being fat.

Hansen told a panel of Atlantans 
questioning him that tests given 
in 1954 and 1955 and again in 1958 
indicated there has been a “‘phe- 
nomenal increase in the rate of 
learning.” 


DELINQUENCY DROPS 


Delinquency among non - white 
school pupils has dropped from 
37.1 per thousand to 21.2 per thou- 
sand since 1954, he said. He did 
not cite figures for white pupils. 


The school official explained 
that Washington’s schools group 
students by their ability: honor 
students, college preparatory, gen- 
eral and basic. This ability group- 
ing, he said, has been the prin- 
cipal factor in keeping superior 
students from suffering the bad 
academic effects that many pre- 
dictod would accompany integra- 
tion.

“This 
was to be expected,”” he comment- 
ed, ‘‘A great number of the Negro 
pupils had not been given the kind 
of educational opportunities they 
needed. The separate but equal 
doctrine just didn’t work.” 


He added that another factor 
was that so many Negro pupils 
came from families that were 
“eulturally and economically de- 
prived.”’

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Al Capone Is Back 


By BILL POPE 


It was exactly 27 years ago today that Al- 
phonse Capone stepped aboard a Dixie Flyer 
Pullman car in Chicago, bound for the Atlanta 
Federal Penitentiary which was to be his home 
for the next two years and seven months. He 
was 32 years old. 


Al was taking it all pretty well, if we can 
believe reports by those who accompanied him 
on the journey. He sat next to the window, 
guarded by five federal agents armed to the 
teeth. He was manacled hand and foot to an- 
other prisoner, Victor Morici, who had been con- 
victed on an interstate auto theft charge. Al 
himself was stuck on a charge of income tax 
evasion. 


PETTY OPERATORS 


It must have irked Al no end to be ham- 
strung to such a petty operator, for Al’s income 
was reported to have been some $2 million dol- 
lars weekly from “business” enterprises that 
ranged from booze to white slavery. And it 
was Al that had given St. Valentine’s Day a 
special meaning all its own, in 1929, when two 
of his men disguised as policemen tommygunned 
to-death seven of George (Bugs) Moran’s hench- 
men.

Fla., home. Nothing that money could buy was 
not his. Attendants fell over themselves to ful- 
fill his every wish. 


Now Al was gazing out the window at the 
north Georgia hills. He commented: ‘We're 
way down in the corn liquor country now, aren’t 
we? Lots of it is peddied in charred kegs in 
chicago.” 


The train arrived in Atlanta early in the 
morning of May 5. Al was hustled off to the Pen, 
where he was outfitted in prison garb and given

a haircut. He was mugged, fingerprinted and. as- 
signed the number 40,886. 


FINALLY CAUGHT 


Time and the federal government had finally 
caught up with Capone. 


In 1934, he was transferred to Alcatraz. Five 
years later, already a dying man, he was re- 
leased into the custody of his family. He went 
back to his Florida home, and Miami sunbathers 
got occasional glimpses of him puttering around 
in the sand. In 1947, at the age of 48, he died of 
syphlitic complications. 


The passage of time has not withered the 
Capone legend, to judge from the reactions of the 
audience at a film sneak preview a few weeks 
ago at the Rialto Theater. 


The picture is ‘‘Al Capone,” and the story 
is as blunt as its title. Rod Steiger plays Scar- 
face Al in a vividly unglamorous and uncom- 
promising manner. He is surrounded by a group 
of little-known actors who assume the parts of 
Johnny Torrio, Bugs Moran, Big Jim Colosimo, 
Dion O’Banion and other scum of that era. 


THEY LOVED IT 


The audience, mostly in the teen-age group, 
loved it. The rougher Al got, the better they 
liked it. And when he climaxed a gruff-voiced 
diatribe to his colleagues with an expectant 
“Right?” they roared when the stooges chorused 
back in timorous union: “Right!” 


Well, why not laugh? There was a time 
when Al held a large portion of supposedly 
respectable persons under his pudgy thumb. He 
was a good organization man, and it was his 
dream te eventually forsake the tommyguns for 
the more respectable accouterments of big busi- 
ness. Besides, he was a family man who loved 
grand opera and Italian tenors. 


The film “Al Capone” is a far cry from 
standard gangster fare. Like all graduates of the 
Actors’ Studio, Steiger has gone after the role 
with a great deal of fervor and research. Col- 
leagues like Fay Spain, James Gregory, Nehe- 
miah Persoff and-Murvyn Vye are not far behind 
him. And the direction is as swift-paced as the 
staccato of bullets on St. Valentine’s Day.
